HARDING APPROVES NAVY TRIP TO JAPAN. 


President Harding poured a broadside into the congressional 
cheese-parers, led by Senator McCormick, Republican, of Illinois, 
who oppose sending the transport Henderson 
to 
Japan 
with 
Annapolis graduates of 1881. 
The Administration, it was emphatically stated, “heartily ap­ 
proves” of the expedition, and particularly of Secretary Denby’s 
participation in it. 
The President “would have been grievously 
disappointed” if his Secretary of the Navy had been prevented 
from going to Japan. 
Incidentally the President took occasion to express 
some 
vigorous views on the subject of penny-wise policy with regard 
to international amenities. He considers the Annapolis reunion in 
Japan such “a friendly gesture” and so valuable from every stand­ 
point that Mr. Harding gladly would have footed the Henderson’s 
oil-fuel bill himself rather than that the trip should not be made 
at all. 
It is the White House view that Uncle Sam is too big and too 
rich to haggle over whether one of his ships bums a ton more or 
less of fuel, when it is a question of “doing the right thing” by a 
friendly foreign nation. 
Mr. Harding considers it is one of the 
national Administration’s functions to further just such move­ 
ments as the Henderson’s Annapolis voyagers are promoting—to 
solidify international good will fellowship and relationship. 
The Henderson sailed from Hampton Roads Monday on a 
scheduled trip to the Orient. She will carry the usual cargo and a 
large number of enlisted men and officers and replacements for 
men connected with the Asiatic fleet and naval stations. Twenty- 
four Annapolis alumni of the class of 1881 and Secretary Denby 
will comprise the party going to Japan for a reunion 'with Admiral 
Uriu, who was graduated from the Naval 
Academy 
forty-one 
years ago.

There is much to be said for the decision attribute to Presi­ 
dent Harding, to appoint no more federal judges over 6b years of 
age. He is said to have followed this rule in every appointment 
so far with the exception of Justice Taft. 
That case is 
held, 
rightly enough, to justify itself. 
Generally speaking, however, 
some age limit is desirable. 
There was a good deal of Oslerism, after all, when rightly 
understood. Osier’s idea was that men’s minds “set” early and 
they seldom produce new ideas after the age of 40, and so are 
not useful after that age as contributors to’ human progress.j 
Whether he developed that notion before or after 40 is not record­ 
ed. Some have gone much further and questioned whether any­ 
one is capable of developing or grasping any fundamentally new 
idea after he is 20—that is, an idea of which he did not have at 
least the germ before he reached that age. 
It may be argued, reasonably enough, that most of the work 
of judges does not demand originality—that it involves rather 
the musing on of the accumulated wisdom of society as a whole, 
that tne wisdom of mature age and experience on the part of an 
individual is necessary to make a good judge. Elderly men usual­ 
ly make better judges than young men, for this very reason. But 
there are other requisites of the judicial mind that are important, 
especially a sustained freshness and power of appreciating changes 
in the spirit of the time, in order to interpret the law as a living 
thing from living people.
